MONG the old time remedies were 
willow teas, As so frequently 
happens, when the chemists got 
, busy they found.that there was 
an active medicine in willow bark. Un- 
der the name of sgalicin this remedy 
came into wide use in the treatment of 
rheumatism, neuralgias, and tonsillitis. 
It was found that poplars, sweet birch, 
and wintergreen also contained the same 
remedy. Wintergreen teas achieved more 
reputation than willow teas did. 

Since salicylic acid is evolved from 
salicin in the body, it was presently 
supplanted by salicylic acid and salicy!- 
ate of soda. These substitutes for salf- 
cin were made at first from plants, but 
presently chemists perfected methods of 
making them synthetically—that ia, from 
so-called coal tar sources. Potter says 
that salicylic acid made from willows, 
poplars, birches, and wintergreen is 
purer, more efficient, and less irritating 
than that made synthetically. . | 


use that about a dozen salicylate com- 


facturing chemists put out at least a 
dozen under trade names. Aspirin, made 
in Germany at first, but later in this 
country by the German owners, was the 
most actively pushed of the patented 
preparations. It was claimed for it that 
it was least irritating to the stomach of 
any of the preparations. This was said 
to be because it yielded up salicylic acid 
somewhat slowly, though more rapidly 
than salicin did. It was put up in tab- 
lets convenient to take and, being well 
advertised and well distributed in the 
stores, it became handy to get. 

‘The scientific name for it is acetyl 
salicylic acid.. Whén it was first mar- 
keted aspirin was sold in this country, 


was asked for it in Germany and three 


times what was asked for it in Canada. 
A while ago the patents expired. About 
that time I was informed by an official 
whose work qualified him for an opinion 
that more aspirin was sold direct to 
consumers than was the case with any 
other three drugs. I made some inquiry 
and found that a very large percentage 
of office building girls had their box of 
aspirin: They were accustomed to take 
it thoughtlessly for a group of minor 
flis for which it was not suited and in 
which it was harmful rather than help- 
ful.

The manufacturers sought to continue 
the monopoly after the patent expired by 
an advertising campaign.
